Foundered off Ilfracombe. 
The favourite North Devon watering-place of 


Ilfracombe has been deeply interested in a stir- 
ring tule of the sea. It appears that the steamer |

Zephyr, owned by Messrs. Duncan and Co., 
Cardiff, foundered off Ilfracombe during a heavy 


gale at ап early hour last Sunday morning. The 
master (Captain Bennett), the engineer, and 


nine of the crew took to the life-boat, while the 
two mates, a sailor, and three passengers got into 
the dinghy. The boats eventually separated. 
Some time after the dinghy arrived at Water- 
mouth. ‘The passengers were conveyed to Water- 
mouth Castle, the residence of Mr. Bassett, the 
genial and kind-hearted master of the Exmoor 
Foxhounds, and, after being hospitably enter- 
tained, were sent to Ilfracombe. The captain

MISS FINNEY’S DIVE. 


One of the most graceful of aquatic entertain- 
ments at our Variety Theatres is that which 
Professor Finney, one of England's fleetest 
swimmers, has been in the habit of giving in 
company with his naiad of a sister in а glass 
bath.

The boat was rowed into mid-stream, 
and awaited the advent on the bridge of Miss 
Finney. Presently she was seen walking leisurely 
up and down, with a policeman stationed a few 
yards away regulating the traffic, and evidently 
oblivious of what was about to take place. 

Finney soon gave the signal from the water 
that all was clear below, afd his sister, removing 
her cloak and hat, was hoisted on to the bridge, 
the top of which being rounded is difficult to 
plunge from. At the supreme moment a savage 
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gust of wind blew her sideways, but, with won- 
derful presence of mind, she, attired in blue 
tights, dropped on to the parapet about 3 ft. 
below, and, after poising gracefully for а second, 
shot off like an arrow. Making a magnificent 
descent, she cleared the water without a splash, 
and rose to the surface. Finney, wearing ordi-

Fatal Football.—A young man named Hopton, Y WOULD B

BREMEN. 


(From our Special Correspondent.) 


Or the three German free Hanseatic cities, Bre- 
men-—probably derived from the old German 
word bremun (brim)—is certainly second in im- 
portance. It may seem strange, yet is quite 


natural, that Bremen, like Hamburg, has far | 


outstripped Lübeck, which was, in times long 
gone by, at the head of the Hanseatic League. 
‘The reason is accounted for simply by the geo- 


graphical position. Bremen, having the Weser, 
which flows into the German Ocean, is in more 


Direct Touch with the Commerce of the 
World 


than Liibeck, which lies out of the track of the 
high commercial sea route. But Bremen has 
not yet succeeded in outstripping Hamburg, and 
hardly ever will, although it is increasing in 
population and in trade. Bremen has this diffi- 
culty, that, although only about thirty-eight miles 
from the mouth of the Weser, deep sea-going 
vessels cannot approach the town, but have to 
stop at Bremerhaven. Yet there is a good 
amount of shipping, and the entrances and 
clearances of sea-going vessels exceed annually 
about 3000, with a tonnage of about 1,500,000 
tons. In 1887 there were arrivals —2897 vessels, 
with 1,444,683 registered tons; and departures, 
3039 vessels, with 1,418,848 registered tons. 
Imports, value £28,203,000; exports, value 
£26,508,050. Dremen's merchantmen represent 
а very respectable fleet—at least 350 vessels, 
prebably more. Its Transatlantic liners — those of 
the North German Lloyd—stand in high repute 
forlargeness, speed, and comfort. Bremen has 
ceased to be a tree port since Oct. 15 last year. 
All imports from abroad are now subject to the 
German Customs duties. 

The present population of Bremen may be com- 
puted at upwards of 170,000 souls, suburbs and 
the ports included. It was, оп Dec. 1, 1887, no 
less than 169,201. Тһе town is a busy one, yet 
it is quiet. But there is а good deal of railway 
traffic passing through the place, and to facilitate 
matters for travellers a central railway station is 
in course of construction. Its roof will measure 
140 métres in length, 28:38 mótres in height, and 
the diameter of the arched roof will be 59:30 
metres. 

The Weser runs right through the town, 


E E R E U 
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dividing it into Altstadt and Neustadt (Old Town 
and New Town); another district is the Vorstadt 
(suburb), which was formerly separated from the 
Old Town by the moat of the former fortifica- 
tions, but is now really an integral part of the 
Old Town; and these two districts together, 
which contain most of the houses, form a kind of 
crescent on the right bank of the river. 


The New Town 


is really not new—it dates from the first quarter 
of the seventeenth century; but the old city is 
indeed old. There are many public buildings 
dating from the eleventh century: some private 
dwellings are even of an earlier period. Any-

how, the city was founded by Charlemagne, in 
the year 788. 

The place ceased to be a fortress after 1815. 
Its ramparts were then converted into promen- 
ades, and these promenades are really unique. 
They are simply lovely, and afford most charm- 


ing walks through beautiful beds of flowers, fine . 


avenues of very old trees, here walks on a slope, 
there walks on the plateau, and now and then 
monuments and fountains. The promenades— 
really a long park—offer such a variety of scenery 
that you can never get tired of them, and of 
course having replaced the fortifications they run 
т zigzag, and include the contrescarpe 
beyond the moat, which latter forms as 
it were а kind of river running through 
this delightful part of rustic scenery. 

The promenades extend from and 
beyond the Stephan's-gate, close to the 
railway bridge spanning the Weser, to 
the Osterdyke. I should say that, ` 
taking into account the various wind- .-— 
ings, the promenades have a length of 
upwards of three miles. 

The city formerly had no other park. 
There were also no woods or shady 


walks or pretty natural rural parts in |^ 


the immediate vicinity of the place. 
But there is 
А Park Rising 
—the Bürgerpark—the establishment of 
which was begun in 1886. It covers a 
superficial area of 600 acres. The State 
gave the ground free of charge to those 
who undertook the task of creating a 
park, and the Dremen citizens found 
the money for making and maintaining the park 
by means of veluntary contributions, which, at 
the end of last year, amounted to £75,000. А 
worthy citizen of Bremen, 
Gustav Deetjen, 

has just bestowed a magnificent money gift of 
£15,000 upon the Park Association, enabling it to 
build without further help the contemplated large 
building—'* Park-Haus’’—which is to replace 
the provisional structure, and which is to have 
large dining-halls and a concert-hall. This 
Bürgerpark is already now, in the summer, а 
favourite centre sought by the Bremen people. 
The park has carriage drives, carefully Made 
promenades, and small forest paths, and it is 
adorned with cosy pavilions, lovely groups of 


== 
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trees, lakes, and flower-beds, and recently—this 
summer—had an addition in а large tower, from 
which the country for miles around can be viewed. 


The People 


in general are rather austere. There is a stiff- 
ness in their habits that is rather surprising. 
‘Those who live in villa residences, with beautiful 
verandahs and gardensin front, hardly dare have 
their coffee or tea, as is customary in many 
German towns, in those verandahs or gardens, for 
fear of offending the supposed good taste of their 
neighbours; yet there is plenty of life in cafés, 
beer- and wine-houses, and restaurants, with 
which Bremen is quite adequately provided, and, 
as in all other German places, the restaurants of 
the railway stations, large spacious halls with 
every comfort and convenience, are resorts where 
the townspeople meet and discuss over a cup of 
coffee, a glass of beer, or luncheon or supper their 
domestic and other affairs. The ‘Tonhalle, 
Central Hall, and Casino are large estab- 
lishments where, at times, public dancing, 
dramatic and musical entertainments of private 
associations, and sometimes—i.e., before Christ- 
mas—all kinds of public shows, à la music-hall, 
are being held. 

There is no lack of musical societies, both 
vocal and instrumental, and music is much 
fostered by the people. We have all kinds of 
concerts here during the winter months, and 
are not barren of good music in the summer. 
The Stadt-Theater, built in 1843, is the only 
permanent home of the muses. It holds 1600 
people, and is under the direction of Herr Alex. 
Senger; and op #as and plays are well given. 
The theatre was originally built in 1792, but 
there is not a vestige left of that edifice, nor is 
the new theatre situated in the place of the 


former. 

Three Bridges 
over the Weser connect the Old and New Towns, 
of which the Grosse Weser Bridge is the oldest, 
and the Kaiser Bridge, completed in 1875, the 


latest; thethird is the railway bridge, which has | 


а path for foot-passengers on either side. Three 
squares, the market, Domshof and Domshaide, 
situated in very close proximity to each other, 
form the centre of the Old Town, and here are 
likewise the most important public buildings. 
Most of the streets are narrow and curved, 
a remnant of a fortified town; and curved, 
but wider, are even the two principal arteries, 
the Langenstrasse and  Obernstrasse. But

The New Town has straight streets, but mostly 
small low-built houses, thus contrasting greatly 
with the Old Town, with its large gable houses, 
and the pretty villa residences of its suburban 
modern quarter. Of 


Churches 
there are a goodly number: among them ranks 
foremost the Dom (Cathedral), but the building 
inaugurated in 789 has long ccased to exist. The 
present edifice was begun in 1040-50, finished in 
1072. It has since been altered a great deal, and 
consists at present of five aisles. Its architecture 
boasts of many different styles, and is thus most 


interesting. The Bleikeller (lead-cellar), under | 


the Cathedral, with its mummies, is very curious, 
on account of its inherent property of preventing 
decomposition. The Liebfrauen Church, Martini 
Church, Ansgarii Church, and Stephani Church 
date from the twelfth and thirteenth centuries, 
although most of them were not completed till a 
century or two later. The only Roman Catholic 
Johannis Church dates also from the thirteenth 
century, but the Remberti, Friedens, new 
Jacobi, and Wilhadi Churches are of very recent 
construction.
